highest total in NCAA history among all female sports. 


¢ Ranking among the top 15 in NCAA Division | history in NCAA Tournament Appearances (10th), Women's College 
World Series appearances (11th) and NCAA Tournament victories (15th). 


e Winning 19 conference titles, including the only undefeated season in Big 12 history (16-0 in 1998). 


Leading the way for continued success is Head Coach Rhonda Revelle, an NFCA Hall of Fame coach and Nebraska's 
all-time wins leader across all sports. Alongside Revelle is Associate Head Coach Lori Sippel and Assistant Coach Diane 
Miller. Together, the Husker coaches were named the NFCA Midwest Region Coaching Staff of the Year in both 2013 and 
2014.

Nebraska has been an annual contender for a conference 
title, winning a total of 19 championships in the 41 seasons 
it has been affiliated with a conference. The Huskers 
won 12 Big Eight titles from 1977 to 1995 and six Big 12 
championships from 1996 to 2011. Nebraska won its first Big 
Ten Conference title in 2014, and the Huskers have finished 
in the top three in four of their six seasons as a member 
of the Big Ten. The Big Ten is the only major conference 
where every school has a softball team, and 12 of the 14 
teams have made the postseason in the past nine seasons. 
Despite the league's success and commitment to the sport, 
Nebraska's history stacks up well against its peers, as the 
charts below indicate.

INTRODUCTION 


Head Coach Rhonda Revelle and her staff, charged with 
building upon one of the most storied foundations in 
collegiate softball, have been determined to continue 
the Nebraska tradition to the present day. Over the last 
23 seasons (1995 to 2017), the Huskers have competed 
in 20 NCAA Tournaments, advancing to the Women's 
College World Series three times and posting eight 
top-10 finishes at the NCAA Tournament. Nebraska 
has won more than 65 percent of its games since 
1995, while capturing seven conference titles and 
finishing the year in the top-25 poll on 15 occasions, 
including eight top-15 rankings. The 1998 Huskers 
also put together the only undefeated season in Big 
12 history, finishing 16-O en route to the regular 
season title, then going 4-0 while winning the Big 12 
postseason championship. Individuals have also seen 
success recently, earning 21 All-America awards and 
12 academic All-America certificates over the last 23 
seasons.

The success and legacy of the Nebraska softball 
program are not limited to the Cornhusker State or 
a four-year college career. Using the training and 
tools taught at NU, former players have gone on to 
continue their playing careers on both the professional 
and international levels. A pair of Huskers competed 
at both the 2004 Sydney Olympics and 2008 Beijing 
Olympics, the last two years softball was an Olympic 
sport. Lori Sippel, a pitcher for Team Canada in the 
1996 Atlanta Olympics, also coached the Canadians 
in Beijing. In January of 2018, former Husker Taylor 
Edwards attended the USA Softball Women's National 
Team Selection Camp. 


In the professional ranks, Nebraska had more players 
selected for the National Pro Fastpitch league's 
inaugural All-Star game in 2005 than any other 
collegiate program except UCLA. Tatum and Taylor 
Edwards have won back-to-back NPF titles with the 
Chicago Bandits, while Kiki Stokes was one of the 
league's top rookies in 2016 with the Scrap Yard 
Dawgs. In 2017, Stokes, along with Taylor Edwards 
and MJ Knighten, helped the Dawgs to their first NFP 
Title.

in 2002. Nebraska set a season attendance record in 2,302 - vs. Michigan (April 9, 2016)

Bowlin Stadium is part of the 32-acre Haymarket 
Park complex that was built for $29.53 million 
in 2001. The 2004 SportsTurf Managers 
Association College/University Division Field of 
the Year, Bowlin Stadium opened in 2002. The 
clubhouse and locker room were renovated in 
2010 (below) and a new $4.75 million indoor 
practice facility opened in the fall of 2011 
(bottom). A video board was added in 2012 
and new turf was planted following that season. 
In 2017, a new video board was installed. The 
Bowlin Stadium clubhouse includes medical 
facilities, coaches’ offices, a locker room and 
players’ lounge. 


Bowlin Stadium can accommodate up to 2,500 
fans. It features 750 chairback seats with an 
up-close view of the action, as well as berm 
seating behind both dugouts and in the 
outfield, and bleacher seating on the first base 
concourse. The dimensions of the field are 
200 feet down both foul lines and 220 feet in 
center. Nebraska is 200-76 all-time at Bowlin 
Stadium.

INTRODUCTION 


2018 NEBRASKA SOFTBALL 


2018 SEASON OUTLOOK 


Nebraska has been one of the nation's most successful 
programs over the past five seasons. The Huskers have posted 
three top-20 national finishes and two top-10 finishes in the 
last five years, while winning two NCAA Regional titles and 
advancing to the 2013 Women's College World Series. Nebraska 
also claimed its first Big Ten title in 2014. In 2018, the Huskers 
look to make another run for the conference title and return to 
the NCAA Tournament. 

While the 2017 senior class was small, it was influential and 
powerful, combining for 430 career starts among the four of 
them. NU lost its All-America third baseman MJ Knighten, who 
over the last four years started all but one game at the position. 
Rachel Arthur, who played a consistent role in the infield also 
departed, along with pitcher Cassie McClure and Lotte Sjulin. 

As the largest class on the roster, Nebraska's 2018 seniors will 
help replace the talent and leadership lost from the previous 
year. While the group consists of six players, only five will see the 
field as Austen Urness will miss the season due to injury. 

Laura Barrow, Kaylan Jablonski and Gina Metzler have a 
combined 336 starts over the past three years. Each member 
of the trio ranks in the top five in career batting average of 
returning Huskers, while Metzler leads the way with a career 
average of .299. Taylor Otte earned a career-high 30 starts as 
a junior, more than her first two years combined, and she'll look 
to play a key role in the Husker outfield. Jablonski and Caitlin 
Bartsch will help the team in the circle as well. Jablonski returns 
as the Huskers’ most efficient pitcher. She leads the crew with a 
career ERA of 4.53, which included a season-best 4.31 in 2017. 
She set career highs in nearly every pitching category last season 
and led Nebraska in appearances, starts, innings, strikeouts and 
complete games. Bartsch has made 12 appearances over the 
past three years and could compete for a bigger role in her final 
year with Nebraska. 

The juniors consist of only three returners and one transfer, 
but the group has significant experience. Bri Cassidy was 
Nebraska's primary catcher last season, starting 45 games at the 
position. Alyvia Simmons has started 80 games over the past two 
years and led the team in doubles (16) and slugging percentage 
(.513) in 2017. She also has experience playing all three outfield 
positions. Madi Unzicker did not see the field last season after 
suffering a torn ACL, but looks to pick up right where she left 
off prior to her injury in the infield. Unzicker has 45 career starts 
under her belt. She batted .217 and slugged .457 in 2016. Junior 
college transfer Regan Mergele looks to have an immediate 
impact on the team in the circle. Mergele was a two-time NJCAA 
national champion and All-American. Last season, she posted an 
ERA of 0.79 and a record of 34-0. 

Nebraska's sophomores may be young, but the group of five 
made big strides last season, stepping up to help replace the loss 
of a talented group of seniors. Alexis Perry and Tristen Edwards 
each started 47 games in 2017, primarily at first base and right 
field, respectively. At the plate, they each batted above .236 and 
combined for 68 hits. The remaining trio of Bree Boruff, Lexey 
Kneib and Sydney McLeod will look to have bigger roles this 
season after appearing in a combined 53 games last season, with 
Kneib making a good push to replace Knighten at third. 

Nebraska's five freshmen will have chances to make immediate 
contributions, much like the 2013 class that helped the Huskers 
to the Women's College World Series. All but one hail from the 
Cornhusker state and several hold state and school prep records 
and claimed state titles in high school. Additionally, a number 
of newcomers were part of the 2015 ASA Gold 16-and-Under 
National Championship team. Rylie Unzicker was one of 36 
players nationally selected to participate in the 2016 Premier 
Girls Fastpitch High School All-American Game and was the 
2016-17 Nebraska Gatorade Player of the Year, as well as a high 
school All-American.

DUO RETURNS AS ALL-REGION, ALL-BIG TEN PICKS 

Senior Kaylan Jablonski and junior Alyvia Simmons return 
in 2018 as all-region picks and all-conference honorees. Both 
Jablonski and Simmons earned third-team NFCA All-Midwest 
Region honors and second-team all-Big Ten accolades in 2017. 
Jablonski was a star both on offense and defense for the Huskers 
last season. She batted .263 in 43 games and had 31 hits, with 
12 doubles and five homers. She totaled 29 RBIs and finished 
the season with a slugging percentage of .492 - the highest of 
her career. In the circle, Jablonski appeared in 40 games and 
pitched 10 complete games. She claimed 11 wins and finished 
with a career-low 4.31 ERA. Simmons was explosive on offense, 
batting .333 and slugging .513 in 2017 - both which were career 
highs. She had 50 hits, almost doubling her count from 2016. On 
defense, she started 44 games and was the only Husker to start 
at least one game in all three outfield spots. 


HUSKERS ADD JUNIOR COLLEGE STANDOUT 

Prior to the season, the Huskers added right-handed pitcher 
Regan Mergele to their roster. Mergele comes from Butler 
Community College in El Dorado, Kan., where she helped lead 
the Grizzlies to back-to-back National Junior College Athletic 
Association (NJCAA) national championships in 2016 and 2017. 
Mergele was named the NJCAA Division | Pitcher of the Year and 
the NJCAA Division | Championship's Most Outstanding Pitcher 
in 2017. Mergele finished her two-year junior college career 
with a 1.07 ERA and an overall record of 58-3. Additionally, she 
claimed All-America honors twice from both the NJCAA and the 
NFCA. 

Mergele will have two years of eligibility with the Huskers and 
will be active for the 2018 season.

Kaylan Jablonski had a breakthrough 2017 season, 
appearing in 40 of NU's 53 games. Jablonski set career 
highs in nearly every pitching category and led NU in 
starts, innings, strikeouts and complete games. At the 
plate, she hit .263 in 2017, with 31 hits and five home runs. 


Regan Mergele is a Butler College transfer who boasted a 
1.07 career ERA, including 0.79 in 2017. The 2017 NJCAA 
Division 1 Pitcher of the Year went 34-0 in 2017 helping the 
team claim the NJCAA title for the second straight year. 
She was also a two-time NFCA and NJCAA All-American. 


Sydney McLeod battled an injury last season, but hopes 
to return back to full force in 2018. Last season, she made 
14 appearances, with six starts. She threw one complete 
game and recorded one save, finishing with a 5.57 ERA 
and a 2-4 overall record. 


Olivia Ferrell looks to transfer an outstanding prep career 
to college. Ferrell posted a 17-3 record with a 1.30 ERA 
and 191 strikeouts as a senior and led Elkhorn South to its 
first state title. In travel ball, she was the winning pitcher 
in the 2015 ASA Gold U-16 National Championship game.

Laura Barrow has been a starter on the Husker infield for 
all but six games the past three seasons.

Madi Unzicker missed 2017 after suffering an injury, but 
looks get back into the lineup in 2018. She spent most of 
the fall at first base and will compete for the starting role 
in the spring.

Taylor Otte has experience at all three outfielder positions 
and is expected to compete for a starting spot after 
earning a career-high 30 starts in 2017 - more than her first 
two years combined. At the plate, Otte hit .280 in 2017, 
with 23 hits, three doubles and three homers. 


Austen Urness made 42 starts last season in three different 
spots, including left field, catcher and designated player. 
She batted .254 and had 33 hits, with three home runs and 
20 RBls. However, Urness underwent season-ending knee 
surgery last fall and will not factor into the lineup in 2018. 


Alyvia Simmons will likely start in the outfield in 2018 after 
starting 44 games last season.

The All-Big 
Ten honoree led NU in doubles and slugging percentage. 
She batted .333, improving on her .245 average from 2016.

When Nebraska began its search for a head softball coach following the 
1992 season, the Huskers were in need of an enthusiastic, high-energy coach 
who could return the program to its perch among the nation’s elite. NU found 
that coach in Rhonda Revelle, who returned to her alma mater in 1993 ona 
mission to re-establish the Huskers as a national power. 

Consider it mission accomplished. 

The numbers speak for themselves: 937 wins; 20 NCAA Tournament berths; 
15 top-20 national finishes; eight top-10 finishes; eight coach-of-the-year 
awards; seven conference titles; and three trips to the Women’s College 
World Series. Those numbers solidify Revelle as one of the sport's elite 
coaches, and the National Fastpitch Coaches Association agreed in 2010, 
when Revelle was inducted into the NFCA Hall of Fame. 

While Revelle's legacy continues to grow, she is only focused on continuing 
to raise the bar for one of the nation’s elite programs. Revelle helped form 
Nebraska's tradition as a player on the Huskers’ 1982 team, which qualified 
for the inaugural Women's College World Series. Her contributions as both 
player and coach were a big reason why Nebraska was voted the 12th-best 
program of all-time by the NFCA in 2003 and was recognized as the 10th- 
winningest program in NCAA history by CBS College Sports in 2007. 

Entering her 26th season in 2018, Revelle owns nearly every Nebraska 
coaching record. With a record of 937-514 at Nebraska, Revelle has won 
more games than any other coach - male or female - in the history of Husker 
Athletics. 

Revelle is about more than just wins however. She places the student- 
athlete first in every decision she makes and is committed to developing 
not only great players, but great students and citizens as well. Whether its 
her record-breaking win totals or her commitment to extending Nebraska's 
national lead in academic All-Americans, there is no doubt that Rhonda 
Revelle was a home-run hire for the Husker softball program.

REVELLE IS THE WINNINGEST COACH IN NU HISTORY 

Rhonda Revelle has won 937 games at Nebraska, more wins than any 
other coach - male or female - in the history of Nebraska Athletics. Revelle 
passed baseball coach John Sanders as Nebraska's all-time wins leader 
with her 768th victory on March 3, 2013. She became Nebraska softball's 
all-time wins leader with her 189th victory on April 11, 1998. 


REVELLE: A HALL-OF-FAME COACH 

Rhonda Revelle earned the highest honor a collegiate softball coach can 
achieve in 2010, when she was inducted into the National Fastpitch Coaches 
Association Hall of Fame. Revelle is a member of an elite fraternity, as she is 
one of only 76 coaches to be enshrined in the NFCA Hall of Fame. Revelle 
is one of 16 Hall of Famers who were actively coaching at the Division | level 
in 2018. 


COACH OF THE YEAR IN THREE CONFERENCES 

Rhonda Revelle has been named coach of the year in three conferences 
during her career. Revelle was named Big Eight Coach of the Year in her 
third season at Nebraska in 1995, and she was the Big 12 Coach of the Year 
in both 1998 and 2001. In 2014, Revelle was honored as the Big Ten Coach 
of the Year.

Not surprisingly given her Hall-of-Fame status, Rhonda Revelle compares 
well to her active coaching peers. Revelle ranks 15th among all active 
Division | coaches with 945 career victories and is one of only 28 coaches 
in NCAA Division | history to record 900 career wins. Revelle is also one 
of only five active Division | coaches who has taken her team to 20 NCAA 
Tournaments, and her 47 wins in the NCAA Tournament rank 14th nationally 
among active coaches.

NU: AN NCAA TOURNAMENT REGULAR UNDER REVELLE 

Rhonda Revelle has guided Nebraska to the NCAA Tournament in 20 of 
her 25 seasons, including 20 of the last 23 years. Revelle ranks fifth among 
all active Division | coaches with her 20 NCAA Tournament appearances, 
and among those five coaches, only Oklahoma's Patty Gasso has fewer 
coaching years than Revelle. Revelle has led Nebraska to eight top-10 
finishes in the NCAA Tournament, including three trips to the Women's 
College World Series.

Rhonda Revelle has guided Nebraska to 15 top-20 national finishes and 
eight top-10 finishes. She posted top-10 national finishes when Nebraska 
advanced to the Women's College World Series in 1998, 2002 and 2013, 
and she added five more top-10 finishes when Nebraska fell one round shy 
of the WCWS in 1997, 1999, 2000, 2004 and 2014. 


The NFCA top-25 poll began in 1995 and in its 23-year history, the 
Huskers have been ranked in the final poll 15 times, all under head coach 
Rhonda Revelle. Nebraska was one of only six programs in the country to 
end the season with a national ranking in each of the first 12 years of the 
poll's existence. Revelle has guided Nebraska to 12 top-20 final rankings, 
eight top-15 rankings and three top-10 rankings. 

Revelle also led Nebraska to its highest national ranking when the 
Huskers spent three weeks ranked third during the 2003 season. Revelle 
has also guided Nebraska to its only three victories over a No. 1-ranked 
team. 


Softball was last included in the Olympic Games in 2008. That season, 
two of Rhonda Revelle's former Huskers competed for Team Canada, 
helping the Canadians to a fourth-place finish. Revelle was one of only 
five college coaches to have multiple former players compete in the 2008 
Olympics. She trailed only Arizona's Mike Candrea for the most former 
players competing in the Beijing Olympics. 


Nine of Rhonda Revelle's former players have gone on to successful 
careers in the National Pro Fastpitch League. The NPF held its lone All-Star 
Game in 2005, and three former Huskers were selected to participate in 


the game, the second-highest total among all collegiate programs. Four of 
Revelle's former players have won NPF championships, including two-time 
All-America twins Tatum and Taylor Edwards, who won back-to-back titles 
with the Chicago Bandits in 2015 and 2016. 


In addition to her coaching duties, Rhonda Revelle is also committed to 
growing the popularity of Husker softball. She was instrumental in Bowlin 
Stadium being built, and since the facility opened in 2002, the Huskers 
have ranked in the top 10 nationally in attendance six times. 

Nebraska softball's popularity has continued to grow, reaching new 
heights in recent seasons. In 2016, the Huskers averaged a school-record 
1,006 fans per game. That same season, Nebraska set a world record for 
the largest softball tailgate when 2,302 fans came out to watch the Huskers 
take on top-ranked Michigan. 


Rhonda Revelle's impact is not limited to Nebraska. She has served as 
a visionary leader for the sport and finished her third term as president of 
the National Fastpitch Coaches Association in 2016. Revelle served as the 
organization's president for the past four years following previous stints 
from 1999-2002 and 2005-06. 

In addition to her coaching duties, Revelle has also been the top female 
administrator for Nebraska Athletics, serving as the Huskers’ Senior 
Woman Administrator from 2006 to 2008 before returning her full-time 
focus to coaching. 


In addition to being a champion on the field, Rhonda Revelle is also 
a champion in the community, as one of the most active volunteers in 
the Lincoln community. The 2003 Downtown YMCA Co-Volunteer of the 
Year, Revelle has served as chairperson for several charitable campaigns, 
including the UNL United Way Combined Campaign, Leukemia & 
Lymphoma Society Light the Night campaign, the Downtown YMCA 
Strong Kids campaign, the YMCA Cycle-a-Thon for Strong Kids campaign 
and the Lincoln Youth Council "Let ‘Em Play" campaign. Under Revelle, the 
2005 United Way Combined Campaign raised its highest dollar amount to 
date. Revelle is also actively involved with Lincoln's Child Advocacy Center.

1993: REVELLE BEGINS REBUILDING PROJECT 

Nebraska won 18 games in Rhonda Revelle's first season, as she laid 
the foundation to return the Husker softball program to the traditional 
success she helped create as a player. Nebraska posted a fifth-place finish 
in the Big Eight Conference led primarily by underclassmen, and Revelle 
produced her first academic All-American. 


1994: SETTING THE STAGE FORARETURNTO PROMINENCE 
The Huskers improved their victory total by three games in 1994, winning 
21 games in Revelle'’s second season. While the progress was slower than 
Revelle may have hoped, the 1994 season set the stage for a breakthrough 
1995 campaign, and Revelle coached an academic All-American for the 
second straight year. 


1995: HUSKERS BACK IN THE NCAA TOURNAMENT 
Nebraska's re-emergence on the national scene began to fully take 
shape in Revelle’s third season, when she was named the 1995 Big Eight 
Conference and NFCA Midwest Region Coach of the Year. The honors 
came after Revelle guided Nebraska to a school-record 43 victories and a 
No. 18 final ranking in the inaugural NFCA top-25 poll. Nebraska advanced 
to the NCAA Tournament for the first time in seven seasons and recorded 
a top-20 national finish. Individually, Tobin Echo-Hawk and Ali Viola, the 
1995 Big Eight Player of the Year, were each named second-team All- 
Americans, becoming the first Huskers to earn All-America status in eight 
seasons. They were the first pair of Husker hitters to earn All-America 
honors in the same season. 


1996: MAINTAINING THE SUCCESS 

Revelle posted another 40-win season in 1996, and the Huskers were the 
runner-up at the inaugural Big 12 Tournament. Nebraska advanced to the 
NCAA Tournament and finished in a tie for 17th for the second year in a 
row. The Huskers also ended the season with a No. 18 national ranking for 
the second straight season. Echo-Hawk and Viola repeated as All-America 
selections, and Revelle also coached her third player to academic All- 
America accolades. 


1997: RELOADING, NOT REBUILDING 

Revelle's first freshman class was instrumental in returning Nebraska to 
national prominence. Following that group's graduation, the 1997 season 
proved Revelle had a formula for sustained success. The Huskers made a 
third straight trip to the NCAA Tournament, posting a top-10 finish for the 
first time in a decade. The strong finish helped Nebraska earn a No. 25 
national ranking and Jennifer Lizama became the third different Husker to 
earn All-America accolades in three seasons. 


1998: HUSKERS RETURN TO THE WCWS 

In 1998, Nebraska enjoyed its first championship season in a decade. 
NU finished with a 48-12 record in Revelle's sixth season, setting school 
records for wins and win percentage. Revelle picked up Big 12 Conference 
Coach-of-the-Year honors after Nebraska swept through the league with 
a perfect 20-0 record en route to capturing the conference regular-season 
and tournament titles, posting the only undefeated conference season in 
Big 12 history. Included in that run was a 4-1 victory at Baylor on April 
11, which made Revelle the winningest coach in program history (189). 
Nebraska won a home regional to advance to the Women's College World 
Series, where the Huskers finished in a tie for fifth to earn a No. 5 national 
ranking. The Huskers had a school-record three players earn All-America 
recognition while adding another academic All-American. Jenny Voss also 
became the first pitcher in program history to earn first-team All-America 
honors. Ali Viola ended her career with a third All-America award and a 
second Big 12 Player-of-the-Year honor. 


1999: NEBRASKA KEEPS ROLLING AFTER LOSING 
TALENTED SENIORS 

Following the record-breaking 1998 season, Nebraska nearly made another 
run to Oklahoma City in Revelle's seventh season. Despite graduating a 
pair of All-Americans, the Huskers caught fire in the postseason, finishing 
as the runner-up at the Big 12 Tournament before winning four games 
in the NCAA Tournament. The Huskers lost to Arizona State, 4-2, in the 
regional championship game with a trip to the Women's College World 
Series on the line. Nebraska's third consecutive top-10 national finish 
helped the Huskers end the 1999 season with a No. 20 national ranking. 
Jennifer Lizama earned first-team All-America honors, becoming Revelle's 
third first-team All-American. 


2000: NEW CENTURY, NEW RECORD WIN TOTAL 

ebraska won a school-record 52 games in Revelle's eighth season. The 
Huskers finished second in the Big 12 - behind eventual national champion 
Oklahoma - before winning the Big 12 Tournament. Making its sixth 
consecutive NCAA Tournament appearance, NU posted a top-10 finish for 
the fourth straight year and was ranked 14th in the final poll. Individually, 
ebraska had multiple All-Americans for the fourth time in six seasons. 


2001: A SECOND STRAIGHT 50-WIN SEASON 

n 2001, Nebraska dominated the Big 12 Conference, finishing 16-2 to win 
the regular-season title. The Big 12 Coach of the Year, Revelle led the 
Huskers to a school-record 18 straight victories. Nebraska finished in a tie 
for 17th at the NCAA Tournament and was ranked 14th in the final NFCA 


poll. 


2002: HUSKERS HEAD BACK TO OKLAHOMA CITY 

The Huskers made it back to the Women's College World Series in 2002. 
Nebraska posted a school-record 23-game winning streak, helping the 
Huskers spend six consecutive weeks ranked fourth in the polls. Nebraska 
then swept through NCAA Regional play to advance to the Women's 
College World Series. The Huskers won one game in Oklahoma City while 
losing a pair of one-run heartbreakers. Nebraska earned a No. 6 final 
ranking and posted a top-10 finish in the NCAA Tournament for the fifth 
time in six seasons. Kim Ogee became the first player under Revelle to 
earn academic and athletic All-America honors in the same season. 


2003: HUSKERS CLAIM HIGHEST RANKING EVER 

The 2003 season once again saw Nebraska rise to new heights. The 
Huskers opened the season ranked in the preseason top five for the first 
time ever. Revelle's team quickly ascended to the No. 3 spot in the poll, 
spending three consecutive weeks in the highest ranking Nebraska has 
ever achieved. Each of the Huskers’ final 13 losses on the season were 
by two runs or less and Nebraska had to settle for a No. 13 final ranking 
following a loss in the NCAA Regional semifinals at Bowlin Stadium. 


2004: NEBRASKA SWEEPS BIG 12 TITLES 

In Revelle's 12th season, the 2004 Huskers swept the Big 12 Conference 
regular-season and tournament titles but received a tough draw for 
the NCAA Tournament. Nebraska was unable to get past California in 
the NCAA Regional final, as the Huskers ended their season with a 45- 
17 record and a No. 14 ranking, while the Bears went on to finish as the 
national runner-up. Nebraska posted a ninth-place national finish behind 
Peaches James, a second-team All-American and the 2004 Big 12 Player 
of the Year. 


2005: HUSKERS HOST NCAA REGIONAL FOR THIRD 
STRAIGHT SEASON 

Nebraska faced a tough schedule in 2005, but Revelle's team won 36 
games to earn a No. 25 ranking in the final poll. Nebraska was selected to 
host an NCAA Regional for the third straight season, but the Huskers were 
eliminated with a pair of one-run losses after winning their opener. Revelle 
won her 500th game at Nebraska when the Huskers defeated Cal State 
Fullerton, 8-0, on March 19. 


2006: NEBRASKA POSTS 44-12 RECORD 

Nebraska finished 44-12 in Revelle's 14th season and posted the program's 
fourth-highest winning percentage. The Huskers finished second in the 
Big 12 and advanced to another NCAA Regional final, posting a top-20 
national finish for the 11th time in 12 seasons. NU ended the season ranked 
14th, the final year of its run as one of only six programs nationally to be 
ranked in every final NFCA poll during the poll's first 12 years in existence. 
While Nebraska did not produce an All-American in 2006, the Huskers had 
multiple academic All-Americans for the first time under Revelle. 


2007: HUSKERS MAKE 13TH STRAIGHT NCAA TOURNAMENT 
The 2007 Huskers featured one of the top pitching staffs in school history, 
as Nebraska finished ninth nationally in ERA. NU finished with 37 wins and 
was selected to host a fourth NCAA Regional at Bowlin Stadium in five 
seasons. Despite a solid season, Nebraska finished the year unranked, 
snapping a streak of 12 consecutive seasons with a final national ranking. 


2008: YOUNG HUSKERS OVERCOME CHALLENGES TO 
FINISH STRONG 

Revelle faced arguably her toughest challenge in her 16th season. The 
2008 Huskers were without a single senior and ace Molly Hill - the 2007 
Big 12 ERA champion - missed more than a month due to injury. NU was 
also without pitching coach Lori Sippel for most of the year, as Sippel was 
preparing Team Canada for the 2008 Olympics. The challenges were too 
many for NU to overcome, as Nebraska posted its first losing season since 
1994, but the Huskers did make a run to the championship game of the 
Big 12 Tournament, while Hill finished the year strong to earn academic 
All-America accolades. 


2009: NU WINS 35 GAMES, RETURNS TO POSTSEASON 
The Huskers made it back to the postseason in 2009, totaling 35 wins and 
earning a trip to the Knoxville (Tenn.) Regional. Nebraska posted a 10- 
game improvement in the win column from 2008 to 2009. Revelle picked 
up her 650th win at Nebraska in the Huskers' win over regional champion 
Jacksonville State in the NCAA Tournament opener. Individually, Molly Hill 
was named a first-team academic All-American. 


2010: HUSKERS POST 14TH 30-WIN SEASON UNDER REVELLE 
Nebraska added an academic All-American for the third straight season 
in 2010, when Robin Mackin was a second-team selection. The Huskers 
also had a program-record five players selected to the academic all-district 
first or second team, while producing three all-region selections on the 
field. As a team, Nebraska produced a 30-win season and qualified for the 
NCAA Tournament. Nebraska won one postseason game while making 
the NCAA Tournament with a roster that featured 11 first- or second-year 
players. 


2011: HUSKERS RETURN TO NATIONAL RANKINGS 

Revelle challenged her team to put Nebraska softball back on the national 
map in 2011, and her team accomplished just that. NU posted the best 
start in school history and finished with a 41-14 record, winning 40 games 
and advancing to an NCAA Regional final for the first time in five seasons. 
Along the way, Nebraska rose to 11th in the polls while defeating No. 1 
Florida to give the program its first-ever victory over a No. 1 team. Taylor 
Edwards earned third-team All-America honors as a freshman. She was 
the nation’s only freshman position player named to an All-America team, 
while she also became the first Nebraska catcher to earn All-America 
accolades. A pair of Huskers were academic All-America honorees. 


2012: NEBRASKA MOVES TO BIG TEN CONFERENCE 

In 2012, Revelle guided Nebraska to a third-place finish in its first year as a 
member of the Big Ten Conference. Although the Huskers’ 33-22 record 
wasn't enough to get them into the NCAA Tournament, 10 of the Huskers’ 
13 non-conference losses came against teams that made the NCAA 
Tournament, including four losses to teams that won an NCAA Regional. 
Nebraska picked up six wins over postseason teams in 2012, including 
a three-game sweep over NCAA Regional finalist Northwestern in the 
Huskers’ first-ever Big Ten Conference series. Nebraska finished with a 
15-1 record at Bowlin Stadium. 


2013: WORLD SERIES BERTH, COACHING RECORD 

In 2013, leading a group that featured seven freshmen among its 16 
players and only one pitcher with collegiate experience, Revelle helped 
Nebraska go from unranked in the preseason polls to a No. 8 final 
ranking, the program's first NCAA Super Regional appearance and a trip 
to the Women's College World Series. Nebraska finished 45-16, tying 
for the fifth-most victories in school history, including a 1-0 win at No. 1 
Oklahoma. One day after the Oklahoma victory, Revelle led Nebraska to 
a doubleheader sweep at Oklahoma State, when she became Nebraska's 
all-time wins leader across all sports. NU earned the No. 14 seed for the 
NCAA Tournament, and the Huskers swept through their home regional. 
Nebraska then went 2-1 in a best-of-three Super Regional series at No. 3 
Oregon. In Oklahoma City, the Huskers lost a pair of one-run, extra-inning 
games, finishing in seventh place. Tatum Edwards was named a second- 
team All-American in 2013. 


2014: REVELLE WINS FIRST BIG TEN TITLE 

In 2014, Revelle was named the Big Ten Coach of the Year. Nebraska won 
44 games and captured its first Big Ten championship while winning an 
NCAA Regional title for the second straight year. The Huskers won four 
games in less than 24 hours to win the NCAA Columbia (Mo.) Regional. 
NU's season ended with a pair of one-run losses at No. 2 Alabama in Super 
Regional play. With the fewest upperclassmen of any NCAA Tournament, 
Nebraska posted a second straight top-10 national finish. Lone seniors 
Tatum (third team) and Taylor (first team) Edwards both earned All- 
America accolades.

2015: HUSKERS SURGE TO POSTSEASON WITH STRONG 
FINISH 

In 2015, Revelle guided a roster that featured eight newcomers to the 
NCAA Tournament. NU struggled early but won 15 of its final 20 games to 
finish with 35 victories. The Huskers made it to the championship game of 
the Big Ten Tournament, falling to eventual national runner-up Michigan. 
Nebraska won one game in the NCAA Tournament before suffering a 
one-run, 10-inning loss at No. 5 LSU, which went on to finish third at the 
Women's College World Series. Individually, Kiki Stokes was named a 
third-team All-American. 


2016: HUSKERS ADVANCE TO ANOTHER NCAA 
REGIONAL FINAL 

Nebraska advanced to an NCAA Regional Final for the third time in four 
seasons in 2016, earning a top-20 national finish while posting a 35-21 
record. Led by first-team All-American MJ Knighten and third-team All- 
American Kiki Stokes, Nebraska knocked off three top-10 teams in 2016, 
including a 1-0 victory over No. 1 Michigan that marked the program's 
third win over a No. 1 team - all during Revelle's tenure. Off the field, 
Nebraska became the first softball program in NCAA history to total 
30 CoSIDA Academic All-Americans when Mattie Fowler was named to 
the first team. The Huskers also set a season attendance record in 2016, 
averaging 1,006 fans per game at Bowlin Stadium. 


2017: YOUNG HUSKERS MAKE PROGRESS 

With a returning roster that featured fewer career returning at bats and 
innings pitched than the Huskers lost to graduation, one of Revelle's 
least experienced teams also had the challenge of facing one of the 
toughest schedules in school history. NU played 24 of its 54 games against 
opponents who earned a top-25 ranking, including each of its first 11 
games. Although Nebraska was never able to fully overcome a slow start 
against top competition, the Huskers had four three-game sweeps in Big 
Ten Conference play to post the program's sixth consecutive top-five 
conference finish. Highlighting the success in league play was a three- 
game sweep at No. 22 Wisconsin, which marked the first three-game 
sweep of a ranked conference opponent in Nebraska softball history.

One of the best pitchers in NCAA history is also one of the sport's best 
pitching coaches. As a player, Lori Sippel was a two-time All-American 
at Nebraska, the 1988 Academic All-American of the Year and a 1996 
Olympian. She earned the highest honor a player can receive in 2005, when 
Sippel became the 24th female player inducted to the International Softball 
Federation Hall of Fame and just the fifth from the United States or Canada. 

Sippel has arguably accomplished just as much as a coach as she did in her 
distinguished playing career. Entering her 29th season at Nebraska in 2018 
and her 16th as associate head coach, Sippel has made Lincoln a destination 
for top pitchers. Sippel has helped Nebraska set nearly every team pitching 
record during her tenure, while her pitchers have often played the leading 
role in the Huskers' 20 NCAA Tournament appearances in the last 23 years, 
including three trips to the Women's College World Series. 

Individually, Sippel has produced more all-region pitchers than any other 
pitching coach in the Midwest region. In the last 23 years, Nebraska has 
averaged more than one all-region (24) and all-conference (24) pitcher per 
season, a remarkable accomplishment for a sport where teams frequently rely 
on only one pitcher. Sippel has also tutored pitchers to honors on the national 
and international levels, producing five All-Americans and two Olympians. 


NEBRASKA PITCHING DOMINANT UNDER SIPPEL 

Nebraska has annually boasted one of the country's top pitching staffs 
under the direction of Lori Sippel, widely regarded as one of the nation's 
premier pitching coaches. Sippel has helped Nebraska post an ERA lower 
than the national average in 22 of her first 28 seasons, including 20 of the last 
24 years. Fifteen times Nebraska's season ERA has been more than one run 
lower than the national average, while the Huskers’ average ERA is nearly 
1.00 lower than the national average during Sippel's tenure. 

In the last 20 years, Sippel's staffs have posted an ERA under 2.00 14 
times. During that time, Nebraska has ranked in the top 30 nationally in 
ERA 10 times, including two top-15 rankings in the past five seasons. The 
Huskers average a shutout once every seven games during Sippel's tenure, 
and Nebraska has allowed one run or less in nearly 40 percent of its games 
since Sippel became the Huskers’ pitching coach in 1990. 


SIPPEL DEVELOPS A STAR PITCHER SEEMINGLY EVERY YEAR 

Lori Sippel has consistently developed All-America-caliber pitchers 
during her first 28 seasons as the Huskers’ pitching coach. Over the past two 
decades, Sippel has produced a star pitcher practically every year. During 
the last 23 seasons dating back to 1995, Nebraska has averaged more than 
one all-region pitcher per season, with all-region pitchers advancing to the 
All-America ballot. 

In a sport where teams often rely on one primary pitcher, it speaks volumes 
to Sippel's coaching ability that Nebraska has averaged more than one all- 
region and all-conference pitcher over the last 23 seasons.

SIPPEL'S STAFFS SET SCHOOL RECORDS 

Nebraska's pitching records have been consistently re-written during 
Lori Sippel's tenure as the Husker pitching coach. Sippel’s staffs have set 
every Nebraska team pitching record except for ERA and saves. The top 11 
season win totals in school history have all come under Sippel's watch, along 
with the seven highest strikeout seasons and the top four shutout seasons.

SIPPEL ALSO EXCELS AS NEBRASKA'S OUTFIELD COACH 
In addition to being the Huskers’ pitching coach, Lori Sippel is also in 
charge of Nebraska's outfielders. Sippel has excelled in that area as well with 
Kiki Stokes earning All-America honors as Nebraska's center fielder in both 
2015 and 2016. Sippel has coached 13 all-region outfielders, 25 all-conference 
performers, three All-Americans and six academic All-Americans. 


SIPPEL A CORNHUSKER FOR LIFE 

Lori Sippel has spent the better part of three decades as a Nebraska 
Cornhusker. Sippel starred in the circle for the Huskers from 1985 to 1988. 
After spending the 1989 season as an assistant coach at Kansas, Sippel 
returned to Nebraska in 1990 and has been in the Husker dugout ever since. 
Counting her playing days, Sippel has been with the Nebraska softball 
program for 33 of the last 34 seasons. During that time, she has been a part of 
15 conference championships and five Women's College World Series teams. 


SIPPEL RE-WROTE HUSKER RECORD BOOK AS PLAYER 

Lori Sippel is arguably the best pitcher in the history of Nebraska softball. 
The first Husker to have her jersey retired, Sippel was a two-time All-American 
in the circle and was the 1988 Softball Academic All-American of the Year. 
In 2015, she was one of 23 members of the inaugural Nebraska Athletics 
Hall-of-Fame class. 

One of only two Husker pitchers to be a two-time All-American, Sippel 
ended her career with a 73-23 record and a 0.54 ERA in 695.1 innings. She 
added 838 strikeouts, 39 shutouts, 16 saves, 80 complete games, six no-hitters 
and one perfect game. Sippel ended her career owning records in nine of the 
10 categories tracked by NU. Entering 2017, she still holds Husker all-time 
records for ERA, saves, no-hitters and perfect games. 

Sippel also set NU season records for win percentage (.870 in 1987), innings 
(245.2 in 1988), ERA (0.37 in 1986), strikeouts (285 in 1988), shutouts (14 in 
1988) and complete games (29 in 1988). Her ERA record still stands today.

After orchestrating an offensive revival at Colorado State, Diane Miller 
is producing an encore performance in Lincoln. Nebraska's offense has 
exploded under Miller's watch, as the Huskers have set more than 35 school 
records entering her 10th season in 2018. Nebraska's record-breaking 
performances come on the heels of Miller's nine seasons at Colorado State, 
when the Rams’ offense set 44 conference records and 14 school records. 

Individually, Husker hitters have combined to earn 32 all-conference 
honors, 20 all-region accolades and seven All-America awards under Miller. In 
her work as Nebraska's catching instructor, Miller has coached four catchers 
to six combined all-conference awards in her first nine seasons. 

A two-time member of the NFCA Midwest Region Coaching Staff of the 
Year, Miller has helped Nebraska to a pair of NCAA Regional titles, a trip to 
the Women's College World Series and a share of the 2014 Big Ten regular- 
season championship in the past four seasons alone. 


MILLER MAKES CASE AS PROGRAM'S TOP HITTING COACH 

In only nine seasons, Diane Miller has made a strong case as the greatest 
hitting coach in the 42-year history of Nebraska softball. The numbers speak 
for themselves, as Nebraska has set team records for batting average, runs, 
home runs, extra-base hits, RBls, slugging percentage, on-base percentage 
and walks in just the last three seasons.

MILLER EXCELS AS NU'S CATCHING INSTRUCTOR 

In addition to directing the Husker offense, Diane Miller tutors Nebraska's 
catchers. Her work with the Husker catchers has been just as impressive as 
her accomplishments as Nebraska's hitting coach. 

Only one catcher had earned all-region honors in the history of Nebraska 
softball before Miller arrived in 2009. In Miller's nine seasons working with 
the position, three Husker catchers have been recognized as all-region 
performers. Miller has coached four different catchers to a total of six all- 
conference accolades in the past nine seasons. 

In 2011, Taylor Edwards earned third-team All-America honors as 
a freshman, becoming the first Husker catcher to earn All-America 
recognition. A two-time All-American, Edwards ended her career as the 
2014 Division | Catcher of the Year. 


MILLER MAKING MARK IN HUSKER RECORD BOOK 

Nebraska's offense has set more than 35 individual and team records 
in the nine seasons Diane Miller has been the Huskers’ hitting coach, 
including more than a dozen team records in just the past four seasons. In 
most cases, the Huskers have not simply broken a previous team record, 
they have shattered it.

HUSKERS SCORING RUNS AT RECORD RATE 

Offense ultimately comes down to scoring runs and the Husker offense 
has been exceptional in that category under Diane Miller. The Huskers 
have scored 300 runs in four of the last five seasons after reaching the mark 
only three times in the program's first 37 seasons. In fact, the Huskers have 
averaged 300 runs per season under Miller. 

Run totals can vary greatly based on the number of games played each 
season, but the Huskers have been even more impressive in runs per game. 
The Huskers have averaged more than 5.0 runs per game in six of the last 
seven seasons, a mark reached only twice in the first 35 seasons in program 
history. In 2015, the Huskers averaged 6.9 runs per game, breaking the 
previous record - set the prior season - by 1.2 runs per game. 

As a nod to Miller's recent success, the Huskers were one of only nine 
teams to rank in the top 50 nationally in scoring every season from 2011 to 
2016.

HOME-RUN HITTING HUSKERS 

Like seemingly every other offensive category, Nebraska's home 
run totals have risen dramatically during the tenure of Diane Miller. The 
Huskers have averaged 50 home runs per season in Miller's first nine years. 
Nebraska hit a school-record 73 home runs in 2014 and five of the top six 
home run totals in school history have come under Miller's direction. The 
Huskers have slugged 447 home runs in the past nine seasons after hitting 
only 288 home runs in the nine seasons prior to Miller's arrival, despite 33 
fewer games played. 


2015 FEATURED TOP OFFENSE IN SCHOOL HISTORY 

Diane Miller's seventh season proved to be her best, as Nebraska boasted 
the best statistical offense in school history in 2015. The Huskers set school 
records for batting average, runs, RBls, walks, on-base percentage and 
slugging percentage. In a testament to Miller's success, Nebraska broke its 
RBI and slugging percentage records for the second straight season. 

The Huskers scored 400 runs for the first time in program history in 2015, 
posted the first .400 on-base percentage at Nebraska and the first .500 
slugging percentage. NU ranked 14th nationally in on-base percentage, 
while ranking 18th in both batting average and scoring. The Huskers 
averaged a school-record 6.9 runs per game in 2015, breaking the previous 
record by 1.2 runs per game.

Honor the past. Live the present. Create the future. 

Nine simple words that carry impressive significance and undeniable 
responsibility. Words that Nebraska's new athletic director uses to lead 
his programs and set the tone for building champions in competition 
and in life. 

William H. (Bill) Moos was named Nebraska’s Athletic Director on 
Oct. 15, 2017, and fully assumed those responsibilities on Oct. 23. 

Moos, who became the 15th athletic director in the history of the 
storied Cornhusker program, brings nearly 25 years of experience 
as an athletic director at three Division | schools (Washington State, 
Oregon, Montana) with him to Nebraska. More importantly, he brings 
an impressive track record of success in building outstanding programs, 
developing long-term relationships, and for doing what is best for his 
schools, its fans and most importantly, its student-athletes. 

“When you name the top three, four, five athletic programs in the 
great positions as an athletic director, Nebraska is in that same breath,” 
Moos said at his introductory press conference at Memorial Stadium. “1 
want you to know that my motto has always been, in the 25 years | have 
been a Division | athletic director and it will be here too is very simple - 
honor the past, live the present, create the future.” 

Moos came to Lincoln after spending seven-plus years at Washington 
State (2010-17). He previously served 12 highly successful seasons as 
the athletic director at Oregon (1995-2007). During his time at his alma 
mater, Moos wasted little time in making his impact felt in Cougar 
Athletics, spearheading a department-wide rebranding effort with Nike 
while securing a 10-year, $35 million marketing rights agreement with 
IMG College. In addition, the 2004 WSU Alumni Achievement Award 
winner gained Regents approval for a $130 million addition and remodel 
of Martin Stadium, featuring a remodeled press box with luxury seating, 
including suites, loge boxes and club room. 

Also included in the project was a state-of-the-art video board and 
an 80,000-square-foot football operations building that served as the 
stadium’s showpiece and opened in May 2014. As the dean of Pac- 
12 athletic directors, Moos was at the forefront of the conference's 
procurement of a 12-year, $3 billion television contract with FOX 
and ESPN, a landmark agreement in college athletics. Under Moos’ 
direction, the Cougar Athletic Fund’s Annual Giving program saw an 
81 percent increase in gifts while CAF donor members rose from nearly 
4,000 to more than 7,500. 

Additional facility enhancements under Moos included a center-hung 
video board in Beasley Coliseum that was installed prior to the 2011-12 
season, giving Cougar basketball one of the premier fan experiences 
in the conference. An indoor golf hitting facility was also completed 
in early 2013, and Lower Soccer Field underwent a major renovation 
making the venue TV-ready while also providing one of the best playing 
surfaces on the West Coast, along with the addition of lights and a new 
scoreboard. 

Other enhancements were made to the Moobery track facility, Bailey- 
Brayton Field, the basketball practice gym, Gibb Pool and the Simmelink 
Indoor tennis courts. In Moos’ seven years at WSU, Cougar student- 
athletes and coaches accounted for 805 academic all-conference 
selections, 130 all-conference accolades, 45 All-America honors and 
three Pac-12 Coach-of-the-Year honors. 

Moos served as Oregon’s director of athletics from July of 1995 to 
2007. While at Oregon he oversaw a 17-sport athletic department that 
grew to national prominence during his tenure. Oregon's annual athletic 
department budget grew from $18.5 million in his first year to more than 
$40 million by 2007, becoming 100 percent self-sufficient during that 
time. Under his direction the Duck Athletic Fund donor base increased 
from 4,930 to 12,290, resulting in an annual gifts increase from $4.1 
million to $15.3 million. 

Moos initiated more than $160 million in facility improvements 
while at Oregon. Included in that was the $90 million Autzen Stadium 
renovation in 2002, which added 12,000 new seats, 32 new suites, anew 
Club at Autzen and a new press box to the stadium. In his 12 years, the 
Ducks ranked first in Pac-10 football attendance 11 times, reaching 100 
percent capacity in each of those seasons. 


During Moos’ tenure, Oregon athletics captured 13 Pac-10 
championships across six different sports. He increased opportunities 
for women by adding two intercollegiate programs, soccer and lacrosse, 
and negotiated an all-inclusive shoe and apparel contract with Nike, one 
of only 14 in the country at the time. 

From an academic standpoint during Moos’ tenure, Oregon student- 
athletes collected 722 academic all-conference selections, 34 Academic 
All-America selections, nine NCAA Postgraduate Scholarships and one 
NCAA Top Ten Award. 

During his first stint as a collegiate athletic director at Montana 
(1990-95), Moos created an academic support program and hired its 
first athletic academic coordinator, developed a facility enhancement 
plan that created more than $4 million in improvements, and lifted the 
school’s fund-raising efforts to show a 300 percent increase in private 
and corporate gifts. Academically, Montana student-athletes were 
equally successful as the athletic department achieved a graduation 
rate 20 percent higher than the general university enrollment. Under 
Moos’ watch Montana garnered 269 academic all-conference selections, 
five Academic All-Americans and two NCAA Postgraduate Scholarship 
recipients. 

Moos began his athletic career as an athletic administrator in 1982 
as assistant athletic director at Washington State. He also served as the 
school’s associate athletic director (1988-90). At Washington State, he 
was director of development for more than five years and associate 
director for nearly two years, supervising all external operations. Prior 
to that, he managed and owned private businesses in Washington 
and Oregon for eight years. He was a student assistant football coach 
at Washington State for the 1973 season, then spent part of 1974 in 
Washington, D.C., serving as a government intern. 

Raised on a wheat and cattle ranch in eastern Washington, Moos 
attended high school in Olympia when his father served in the governor's 
cabinet. Moos earned his bachelor’s degree in history from WSU and 
was a three-year letterman in football before concluding his collegiate 
career by representing Washington State in the 1972 East-West Shrine 
All-Star Game in San Francisco. 

He served as co-captain on the Cougars’ 1972 squad and garnered 
first-team All-Pac-8 Conference honors. Moos and his wife Kendra 
have three daughters: Christa, Brittany and Kaiti; and two sons, Bo and 
Benjamin.

He currently serves on the board of directors of the Association 
of Public Land-grant Universities (APLU), Neogen Corporation, and the 
national Alpha Gamma Rho fraternity. He was honored as a Fellow of both 
ASAS and the American Association for the Advancement of Science, and 
in 2017 was recognized as a National 4-H Luminary and by ASAS with its 
premier honor, the Morrison Award. 

Ronnie and best friend Jane are the parents of four children, all graduates 
or enrolled at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln. Justin, a political science/ 
history student, is a political journalist in Washington, D.C.; Nate is a

In 2002, Potuto was named 
Outstanding Faculty Athletics 
Representative by the All-American 
Football Foundation. From 2008-09 
to 2011-12 she was president of the 
1A FAR (FARs from FBS institutions). 
Among her NCAA positions, Potuto 
spent nine years (the maximum) on 
the NCAA Division | Committee 
on Infractions (chair her last two 
years). She was one of three Big 12 
Conference representatives on the NCAA Division | Management Council, 
and served on the NCAA Men's Gymnastics Championship Committee and 
an NCAA-wide (all divisions) committee to advise NCAA staff on student- 
athlete issues and educational programming for coaches, staff, and student- 
athletes. She currently serves on the NCAA Interpretations Committee. 

A sports law expert, Potuto regularly lectures and consults on sports 
issues in general and NCAA processes in particular. She is an expert 
witness in litigation involving sports issues. She testified before the House 
Subcommittee on the Constitution regarding due process in NCAA 
infractions hearings. She is also a media “go-to” person on sports law issues. 
She has presented to the Knight Commission on Intercollegiate Athletics, the 
National Association of College and University Attorneys, the Association 
of Public and Land Grant Universities, the Texas Commission of Higher 
Education, NCAA regional conferences, law conferences and law firms, 
NACDA, and to universities and law colleges, including the Universities 
of Istanbul, Washington, Maryland, Oklahoma, Santa Clara, Arizona State, 
Baltimore, and Mississippi. 

Potuto is a past adviser to the Uniform Law Commissioners Committee to 
draft a sports agent statute, has drafted rules governing search and seizure 
and hearings for the Nebraska Racing Commission, and also has written on 
issues of gender equity in college athletics. She has authored numerous 
articles on sports law issues. She just completed an article on how baseball 
hitting informs legal argument. 

Potuto teaches constitutional law, procedure, federal jurisdiction, and 
sports law. She has been a visiting professor of law at the University of 
Arizona, Rutgers University, the Cardozo College of Law at New York's 
Yeshiva University, the University of Oregon, the University of North 
Carolina, and Seton Hall University. She currerntly teaches in the Summer 
Sports Law Institute at Oregon Law School. 

Potuto was project director and a drafter of the Uniform Law 
Commissioners Sentencing and Corrections Act, as well as the drafter for 
the Nebraska Supreme Court Committee to Draft Criminal Jury Instructions. 
She is the author of three books. She was elected to membership in 
the American Law Institute, the Nebraska State Bar Foundation, and the 
Douglass Society. 

Potuto earned her bachelor’s degree in journalism at Rutgers’ Douglass 
College, and her master's degree in English literature at Seton Hall. She 
earned her juris doctorate at the Rutgers Law College. 

She is a member of the bars of Nebraska and New Jersey and is admitted 
to practice before the U.S. Supreme Court, the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
Third Circuit, and the U.S. District Courts for Nebraska and New Jersey.

On Jan. 12, 2015, the Board of Regents appointed lifelong educator Hank 
M. Bounds, Ph.D., as the seventh president of the University of Nebraska. 
Bounds began his tenure as president on April 13, 2015, bringing with him 
a demonstrated record of expanding opportunities for students, improving 
higher education outcomes and efficiencies, and building successful 
partnerships with policymakers, donors and business leaders. 

Bounds grew up on a small farm in rural Mississippi, where his family 
raised hogs and cattle and he hauled hay. His service in the Army National 
Guard helped him pay for college, and he earned bachelor's and master’s 
degrees from the University of Southern Mississippi and a doctorate from 
the University of Mississippi. 

Bounds has devoted his 25-year career to helping change students’ 
lives in the same way education opened doors in his own life. He began 
as a high school teacher, then rose to principal, superintendent and state 
superintendent before becoming Mississippi's commissioner of higher 
education in 2009. In that role, he oversaw a complex system of eight public 
universities including research universities, regional universities, an academic 
health science center, historically black institutions, a law center, a school 
of veterinary medicine and 200 institutes and centers. Together the system 
enrolled 85,000 students, employed 26,000 faculty and staff, and operated 
with a combined annual budget of $4.5 billion, including $500 million in 
research and development. 

During every year of Bounds’ tenure as commissioner, student enrollment 
and degrees awarded by the institutions in the Mississippi system increased, 
by a total of 13.3 percent and 11.4 percent, respectively. He advocated with 
legislative leadership for improved faculty compensation and providing 
greater opportunities for students. He also provided oversight for private 
fundraising in excess of $250 million per year. 

Bounds worked with the Board of Trustees to implement a performance- 
based allocation model that distributed funds equitably and rewarded 
universities for operating efficiently and achieving attainment outcomes. He 
designed an efficiencies plan that saved more than $90 million, an internal 
audit function, and a comprehensive diversity initiative that led to increased 
diversity among Mississippi faculty, staff and students. 

Bounds also worked with partners to increase educational attainment 
in Mississippi, including a Center for Education Innovation focused on 
improving learning opportunities for disadvantaged children. Bounds 
created an office to foster relationships among university researchers, 
business and industry, and economic developers. He was tapped by the 
business community to chair a major statewide initiative to create an action 
plan to improve Mississippi's competitive position. 

Bounds brings this experience to the University of Nebraska, which he 
believes can serve as a catalyst for change and growth in the lives of students 
and people in the state and around the world. He is working to make the 
University of Nebraska a giant in higher education—for the benefit of the 
state, the country and the world. 

Bounds holds faculty appointments in the College of Education and 
Human Sciences at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln and in the Colleges 
of Education at the University of Nebraska at Omaha and the University of 
Nebraska at Kearney. He and his wife, Susie, are the parents of a son, Will, 
and a daughter, Caroline. They reside in Lincoln, Neb. 


The Board of Regents consists of eight voting 
members elected by district for six-year terms, 
and four non-voting student Regents, one from 
each campus, who serve during their tenure as 
student body president. The board supervises 
the general operations of the university, and the 
control and direction of all expenditures. The 
board also includes a corporation secretary who 
manages all records including agendas, minutes, 
notices, policies and bylaws.

2017 NEBRASKA SEASON NOTEBOOK 


The 2017 season was one of resilience and toughness on the field and 
successes off the field. Nebraska continued its legacy of top performers 
in the classroom and in the community, as the team led the conference in 
the NFCA Academic Team GPA Rankings and 11 Huskers Earned NFCA 
Scholar-Athlete Honors. Twelve Huskers were honored by the conference 
for their work in the classroom, while a trio earned weekly Big Ten awards 
for their success on the field. 

Several Huskers rewrote the NU record books to end their Nebraska 
careers and one student-athlete was named the program's first ever Senior 
CLASS Award All-American for her extraordinary contributions on and off 
the field. 

Nebraska also had one player selected in the fifth round of the NPF 
College Draft and a trio of former Huskers helped their professional team 
to its first NPF title. 

The Huskers got off to a slow start after being challenged early in the 
season. Nebraska's first 12 opponents were either ranked in the top 25 or 
receiving votes and the Huskers faced the top two teams in the season's 
opening weekend. 

NU got its first win against No. 20 Missouri at the end of February. The 
team rallied to win three of its next five games. In mid-March, Nebraska 
swept New Mexico State in its home opener and a few weeks later the 
Huskers swept No. 22 Wisconsin in Madison. The series sweep ignited the 
Huskers, who won an additional five games and eight of the next 10. The 
Huskers claimed more than half of their season wins in the month of April, 
going 15-5, which included wins against Rutgers, lowa State, Penn State, 
No. 25 Illinois, Creighton and Northwestern. 


HUSKERS LED BIG TEN IN NFCA ACADEMIC TEAM GPA 
The Easton/NFCA Academic Team rankings for the 2016-17 school year 
were announced and the Nebraska softball team ranked 26th with a team 
GPA of 3.494. The Huskers were the highest Big Ten team on the NFCA 
list, beating Minnesota (3.460), Indiana (3.400), Illinois (3.350), Ohio State 
(3.301), Wisconsin (3.258), Rutgers (3.247), Northwestern (3.241) and 
Michigan (3.111). NU also had the second-highest GPA among Power Five 
Conference schools, coming in only behind Alabama (3.647). 


11 HUSKERS EARNED NFCA SCHOLAR-ATHLETE HONORS 

Eleven current and former Huskers were honored by the National 
Fastpitch Coaches Association for their achievements in the classroom 
during the 2016-17 school year. 

Caitlin Bartsch, Bree Boruff, Haley Donaldson, Tristen Edwards, Taylor 
Kadavy, Lexey Kneib, Cassie McClure, Gina Metzler, Lotte Sjulin, Madi 
Unzicker and Austen Urness were all recognized for their efforts. 

Nebraska, along with Minnesota, had the most honorees among all 
Big Ten schools on the list, including Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Michigan, 
Michigan State, Minnesota, Northwestern, Ohio State, Purdue, Rutgers 
and Wisconsin. 


TRIO OF HUSKERS EARNED NFCA ALL-REGION AWARDS 

Three Nebraska softball players were recognized as all-region players 
by the National Fastpitch Coaches Association. Senior third baseman MJ 
Knighten was named to the second team, while junior pitcher/utility Kaylan 
Jablonski and sophomore outfielder Alyvia Simmons were third-team 
selections. 

With her third straight all-region selection, Knighten became the 11th 
Husker to earn three all-region awards and the first since Ashley DeBuhr 
(2004-07). While Knighten was recognized for the third straight year, 
Jablonski and Simmons both earned all-region accolades for the first time 
in their career. 


FOUR HUSKERS HONORED BY BIG TEN CONFERENCE 

Four Huskers were honored by the Big Ten Conference. Senior third 
baseman MJ Knighten, junior pitcher Kaylan Jablonski and sophomore 
outfielder Alyvia Simmons were each named to the All-Big Ten second 
team, while sophomore catcher Bri Cassidy was Nebraska's Big Ten 
Sportsmanship Award winner. 

Knighten highlighted the Husker honorees, as she was named All-Big Ten 
for the fourth time in her career. The first four-time All-Big Ten selection 
in program history, Knighten was the first Husker to be a four-time all- 
conference performer since Tatum Edwards, who was a two-time All-Big 
12 selection in 2011 and 2012 and a two-time All-Big Ten honoree in 2013 
and 2014. 

While Knighten was honored as an All-Big Ten performer for the fourth 
time, Jablonski and Simmons were recognized for the first time in their 
careers. 


12 HUSKERS NAMED TO ACADEMIC ALL-BIG TEN TEAM 

The Nebraska softball program's tradition of excellence in the classroom 
continued in 2017, when the conference announced that 12 Husker student- 
athletes earned academic All-Big Ten recognition. 

The 12 academic all-conference selections tied for the most in program 
history and marked the second straight year Nebraska had a dozen 
academic All-Big Ten honorees. Eleven of the 12 selections had earned 
academic All-Big Ten honors every eligible season of their Husker careers. 

Highlighting the list of honorees were Rachel Arthur, Lotte Sjulin and 
Austen Urness, who were each named to the academic All-Big Ten team 
for the third time in their careers. 

Laura Barrow, Caitlin Bartsch, Kaylan Jablonski, Taylor Kadavy, Gina 
Metzler and Taylor Otte all made the team for the second straight season, 
while Bri Cassidy, Cassie McClure and Alyvia Simmons earned academic 
All-Big Ten accolades for the first time. 


THREE HUSKERS NAMED B1G DISTINGUISHED SCHOLARS 

Three Huskers were named Big Ten Distinguished Scholars in 2017, 
including Taylor Kadavy, Lotte Sjulin and Austen Urness. A supplement 
to the academic All-Big Ten program, Distinguished Scholar Award 
recipients must be letterwinners in at least their second academic year at 
their institution and must carry a minimum grade-point average of 3.7 or 
higher for the previous academic year. 


NEBRASKA FACED TOUGH SCHEDULE 

The Huskers played 21 games against teams in the top 25 throughout the 
2017 season, including No. 1 Oklahoma and No. 2 Auburn in the opening 
weekend. In addition, Nebraska had four more games against opponents 
receiving votes. NU won a total of five games versus ranked opponents, 
including three against No. 22 Wisconsin and one against No. 25 Illinois 
and No. 20 Missouri. 


NEBRASKA RECORDED TOP-FIVE CONFERENCE FINISH 

For the sixth consecutive season the Huskers finished in the top five of 
the Big Ten Conference. Nebraska finished fifth in 2017 with a conference 
record of 13-10 (.565). NU swept Wisconsin, Penn State, Rutgers and 
Northwestern and also got one win against Illinois. 


KNIGHTEN NAMED BIG TEN CO-PLAYER OF THE WEEK 

Nebraska third baseman MJ Knighten was named Co-Big Ten Player 
of the Week on March 20. Knighten was honored after leading Nebraska 
to a three-game series sweep of two-time defending Western Athletic 
Conference champion New Mexico State March 18-20. The 2016 first- 
team All-American went 7-for-11 (.636) in the series with three doubles, 
one home run, four RBIs and six runs scored. She totaled at least two hits, 
one run, one RBI and one extra-base hit in all three games of the series, 
while averaging 2.3 hits per game, 2.0 runs per contest, 1.3 runs and 1.3 
extra-base hits per game. 

In the Huskers’ home opener on March 18, Knighten homered on the 
first pitch she saw. She finished the game 2-for-4 with a double, a homer, 
two runs and one RBI. In game two of the doubleheader, Knighten went 
2-for-3 with a double, a walk, an RBI and a season-high three runs scored. 
Knighten then produced a season-high three hits, including a career-high 
two doubles, in the series finale. The Buena Park, Calif., native finished 
3-for-4 with one run, two RBIs and a career-high two stolen bases in the 
Huskers’ 4-1 win that clinched the series sweep. 


NU MADE LARGEST COMEBACK IN SCHOOL HISTORY 

The Nebraska softball team completed the largest comeback in program 
history, rallying from a seven-run deficit to post a 15-12 victory over Rutgers 
in early April. Rutgers led 8-1 after one inning. Nebraska fought back to 
tie the game at 8-8 in the top of the third, only to see Rutgers come back 
and take a 12-8 lead. But the Huskers scored the final seven runs of the 
game, breaking the final tie of the contest with a three-run seventh inning. 
Nebraska pounded out 19 hits in the comeback win, including a season- 
high five home runs, one shy of the school record. 


HUSKERS CLAIMED LARGEST WIN AGAINST RANKED FOE 

The Nebraska softball team used a pair of six-run innings and a three-hit 
shutout from Cassie McClure to race to a 14-0 five-inning victory over No. 
25 Illinois in late April, to post the largest victory over a ranked opponent 
in program history. The Huskers captured their first shutout of the season 
and snapped what was a 10-game win streak for Illinois. 


NEBRASKA PITCHERS SAVED THE DAY 

The Nebraska pitching staff recorded seven saves during the 2017 
season, which tied for fifth in school history. Kaylan Jablonski and Cassie 
McClure each recorded three saves, while Sydney McLeod had one.

HUSKERS SWEPT THE BADGERS IN MADISON 

Nebraska completed a three-game road sweep of the No. 22 Wisconsin Badgers 
in late March and early April. In the first game, back-to-back home runs from Tristen 
Edwards and Kaylan Jablonski capped the Nebraska softball team's 7-4 come-from- 
behind eight-inning win. 

Nebraska fought back from a 2-0 and 4-3 deficit to send the game to extra innings. 
Then with two outs in the eighth, senior MJ Knighten walked before Edwards and 
Jablonski hit their back-to-back homers. 

In the second game, NU scored a combined eight runs in the fifth and sixth innings, 
defeating the Badgers 8-3. 

In the final game, the Huskers used a similar formula to win that it utilized in 
winning the first tow games. The Huskers fell behind in the first inning, but mounted 
comebacks, eventually claiming the sweep with a 9-4 victory. 


JABLONSKI EARNED CONFERENCE, NATIONAL HONORS 

Nebraska junior Kaylan Jablonski was recognized for her outstanding performance 
in NU's three-game weekend sweep at No. 22 Wisconsin when Jablonski was named 
the Big Ten’s co-Player of the Week on April 3. Additionally, she was named the 
National Player of the Week, becoming the first Husker to do so since 2004. 

Jablonski excelled offensively and in the circle while leading Nebraska to the first 
three-game sweep of a ranked conference opponent in program history. In the circle, 
the right-hander posted a 3-0 record with a 2.45 ERA, allowing only seven runs in the 
three games against a Badger offense that entered the series ranked fourth nationally 
in scoring with an average of 7.3 runs per game. Jablonski came out of the bullpen 
in all three games but tossed 20.0 of Nebraska's 22.0 innings in the series, throwing 
342 total pitches. Offensively, Jablonski was 6-for-11 (.545) in the series with three 
doubles, one homer and four RBIs. She averaged 2.0 hits per game in the series — 
including at least one extra-base hit every game — while also averaging 1.3 RBIs per 
game and 1.0 run per game. 

In game one, Jablonski took over in the circle to start the second inning following 
an injury to starting pitcher Cassie McClure. Jablonski allowed three runs while 
tossing the final 7.0 innings of Nebraska’s 7-4 eight-inning win. Jablonski went 3-for-3 
at the plate in the win, recording a double, a homer and two RBIs. She teamed with 
freshman Tristen Edwards for back-to-back home runs in the eighth inning that gave 
Nebraska the victory. 

In game two, Jablonski was called upon to enter the game in the bottom of the 
first inning with the Huskers trailing 1-0 and the bases loaded with none out. She 
allowed only one inherited runner to score and went on to throw 7.0 innings, allowing 
only one run. Offensively, Jablonski was 1-for-4 with a double and a pair of RBIs in 
the Huskers’ 8-3 victory. 

Jablonski then came through again in game three, leading Nebraska to a 9-4 
victory. She threw the final 6.0 innings of the win, allowing three runs. Offensively, 
Jablonski went 2-for-4 with a double and scored twice. 


JABLONSKI SHINED IN THE CIRCLE 

Right-handed pitcher Kaylan Jablonski had three saves in 2017, which were the 
first of her Husker career. Her ERA of 4.31 in 2017 was the lowest of her career. 
She also appeared 40 times, started 27 times and pitched 183.2 innings - all career 
highs. The Omaha, Neb., native also struckout 107 batters in 2017. 


MJ KNIGHTEN FINISHED CAREER IN NU RECORD BOOKS 

MJ Knighten finished her Husker career with a .357 career batting average, which 
ranked fifth on Nebraska's all-time list. Her 253 career-hits also ranked fifth in the 
school history. Her 183 runs scored were third in the record books, while her 41 
career home runs and 81 extra-base hits ranked fifth. The third baseman finished 
with 186 RBls, which ranked third in school history and her 423 total bases were 
tied for third. She also ranked in the top 10 in slugging percentage (fifth) and walks 
(seventh). 


McCLURE HAD STELLAR SENIOR SEASON 
Right-handed pitcher Cassie McClure had three saves in 2017, which brought her 
NU career total to 13. The 13 saves ranked second in school history. 


KNIGHTEN NAMED SENIOR CLASS AWARD ALL-AMERICAN 

Nebraska third baseman MJ Knighten was one of 10 seniors named a 2017 Senior 
CLASS Award All-American. Knighten was the first Husker to be named a Senior 
CLASS Award All-American since the award's inception in 2007. 

Previously, Knighten had been selected as one of 10 finalists for the 2017 Senior 
CLASS Award, becoming the first finalist in program history. Knighten hit .319 as a 
senior and led Nebraska with 51 hits, 37 runs, six home runs, 24 walks, a .410 on- 
base percentage and 11 stolen bases. She also ranked second on the team with 28 
RBls and a .506 slugging percentage and was third with 10 doubles. 


HUSKER TRIO HELPED SCRAP YARD DAWGS CLAIM NPF TITLE 

Former Huskers Taylor Edwards, Kiki Stokes and MJ Knighten helped the Scrap 
Yard Dawgs claim the 2017 National Professional Fastpitch Championship with a 
5-2 win over the USSSA Pride in August 2017. It was the Dawgs' first NPF title and 
it was Taylor Edwards' third consecutive title, as she helped the Chicago Bandits 
to back-to-back championships in 2015 and 2016.

2017 SEASON REVIEW 


The 1982 season marked softball’s first year as an NCAA sport 
and the inaugural Women’s College World Series was held at 
Seymour Smith Field in Omaha. A field of 16 teams competed 
in regional play, with the eight winners advancing to the World 
Series. Head Coach Nancy Plantz made sure the hometown 
Huskers would be a part of the inaugural event, as she guided 
her team to a 33-14 record and Nebraska's first-ever Big Eight 
championship. After taking 2-of-3 games from Missouri in the 
Mideast Regional, NU finished 1-2 in Omaha to tie for fifth place. 


After missing the 1983 event, the Huskers finished in a third-place tie 
at the 1984 Women’s College World Series. Wayne Daigle guided 
Nebraska to a 39-13 record and a Big Eight championship, setting a 
school record for victories that would stand until 1987. The Huskers’ 
path to Omaha was not easy, as NU needed 18 and 14 innings to post 
one-run victories over conference foe Oklahoma State in the Mideast 
Regional. At the World Series, NU posted a 2-2 record. The Husker 
offense posted a World Series-high .248 average, but Nebraska's 
1.22 ERA was nearly one run higher than the ERA of any of the other 
seven teams. Denice Feldhaus, Ann Schroeder and Peg Richardson 
were named to the all-tournament team as Richardson (.500) and 
Schroeder (.455) were the top two hitters at the World Series.

In 1985, Nebraska advanced to the Women’s College World 
Series title game before finishing runner-up to UCLA. The 
Huskers breezed to the title game behind the arm of Lori 
Sippel, as Nebraska outscored its first three opponents 13- 
1. In the championship game, 3,180 fans watched as Janet 
Pinneau recorded a walk-off RBI single in the bottom of the 
ninth inning to give UCLA the title. In the World Series opener, 
Sippel tossed the fourth no-hitter in World Series history against 
Louisiana Tech. Despite her no-hitter, Sippel did notearn a spot 
on the all-tournament team, but the Huskers had four players 
who did, including Ginger Cannon who had a tournament- 
best five RBls. In the regular season, Nebraska finished 38-11 
and won its second straight Big Eight championship. NU's 
appearance in the 1985 postseason was later vacated by the 
NCAA Committee on Infractions.

In the event's final appearance in Omaha, Ron Wolforth led 
his first Husker team to the Women’s College World Series in 
1987. Led by second-team All-Americans Lori Sippel and Lori 
Richins, the 1987 Nebraska Cornhuskers were the first team in 
school history to win 40 games in a season, as their 41 victories 
stood as the school record until 1995. In the postseason, NU 
defeated familiar foe Fresno State in finishing in a tie for third 
place at the World Series. Sippel finished with a 0.50 ERA at 
the World Series, earning a spot on the all-tournament team. 


The NCAA Tournament field expanded to 20 teams in 1988, 
but that did not stop the Nebraska Cornhuskers from advancing 
to the program's second consecutive Women’s College World 
Series, and NU's fifth appearance in the first seven years of the 
event. The Huskers captured their fifth consecutive Big Eight 
championship during the regular season and traveled outside 
of Nebraska for the World Series, which was contested in 
Sunnyvale, Calif. Nebraska posted a 1-2 showing in Sunnyvale, 
finishing in a tie for fifth place. Lori Sippel posted an individual 
best 0.00 ERA to lead Nebraska to a World Series-low 0.30 
team ERA. Despite the strong pitching performances, outfielder 
Margie Ogrodowicz was the Huskers’ lone all-tournament 
selection. 


Head Coach Rhonda Revelle, who was a starter on NU’s 1982 
inaugural Women’s College World Series team, returned 
her alma mater to the championship event in 1998, the final 
season that featured a 32-team field. The Huskers establisheda 
school-record .800 winning percentage, finishing with a 48-12 
record. NU swept both the regular season and postseason Big 
12 titles, finishing a perfect 20-0, including the only undefeated 
regular season in conference history. Led by three first- or 
second-team All-Americans, Nebraska tied for fifth place at 
the World Series in Oklahoma City. A potent Husker offense 
hit just .086 in the event, but Ali Viola slugged a home run in 
her final career at bat, marking Nebraska's second home run 
in 25 all-time World Series games. 


Nebraska advanced to the Women’s College World Series out of 
a 48-team field for the first time in 2002. The 2002 Cornhuskers 
are also the only one of NU’s seven World Series teams to 
advance to the event by winning a regional away from Lincoln. 
In the regular season, Nebraska posted its third straight 50-win 
season, finishing with a 50-14 record. The Huskers breezed 
through the lowa City Regional, before losing two tough one- 
run games in Oklahoma City. Seventh-seeded Nebraska fell 
to No. 2 Arizona in the opener, before defeating sixth-seeded 
Michigan. The Huskers were then eliminated by No. 8 Florida 
State. In a pitching dominated event, Nebraska's .191 average 
ranked third, while the Huskers’ 1.40 ERA ranked sixth. 


The 2013 Huskers, who began the year unranked, made 
history by becoming Nebraska’s first team to advance to the 
WCWS out of a 64-team field. Following a successful regular 
season, NU earned the No. 14 national seed and was selected 
to host an NCAA Regional. The Huskers swept through the 
NCAA Lincoln Regional, outscoring their opponents 21-6 to 
advance to the first NCAA Super Regional in school history. The 
Huskers then went 2-1 at No. 3 Oregon in Head Coach Rhonda 
Revelle’s hometown to punch their ticket to Oklahoma City. At 
the World Series, Nebraska suffered a pair of heartbreaking 
one-run, extra-inning losses to Washington and Florida. The 
Huskers’ classic with the Gators went 15 innings after Nebraska 
rallied from a three-run deficit in the bottom of the seventh.

Nebraska's first All-American and multi-time All-American, Denise 
Day held nearly every offensive record following her Husker career. A 
two-time CoSIDA Academic All-American, Day earned first-team All- 
America honors following her senior campaign in 1985 after hitting .359 
with a then-school record 11 homers. That year, Day helped Nebraska 
finish second at the WCWS (later vacated by the NCAA Committee 
on Infractions) and earned the prestigious Honda Award for her 
achievements.

Lori Sippel was the first Husker pitcher to be named an All-American, 
earning second-team honors asa junior and senior.

In 1986, Sippel set a school record 
with a 0.37 ERA, allowing only seven earned runs in 133.0 innings. 
Sippel's greatest achievement might have been when she was named 
the 1988 Academic All-American of the Year, given to her based 
on both scholastic and athletic ability. In her career, Sippel racked 
up 73 victories, 695.1 innings pitched, a 0.54 earned-run average, 
338 strikeouts, 39 shutouts, 80 complete games, 16 saves and 10

Ali Viola ranks among the greatest offensive players in NCAA history. At 
the conclusion of her career, Viola’s 53 homers ranked fourth in NCAA 
history and her .760 slugging percentage ranked seventh. A three-time 
All-American, Viola only missed All-America accolades in her junior year, 
when she missed most of the season due to injury. Viola is also the only 
two-time first-team All-American in school history. A two-time Big 12 
Player of the Year, Viola still owns Nebraska's season records for hits 
(87 in 1995), home runs (22 in 1998), RBls (72 in 1995) and slugging 
percentage (.865 in 1998). She is also still Nebraska’s all-time leader 
in batting average (.418), RBIs (213) and slugging percentage (.760).

As a senior in 1996, Echo-Hawk 
hit .340 and scored a then school-record 61 runs to help Nebraska to 
a second consecutive NCAA Tournament appearance. Echo-Hawk still 
ranks among Nebraska's all-time leaders in several categories, including 
batting average (second, .379), hits (first, 266), runs scored (fourth, 168), 
doubles (tied for first, 48) and total bases (fourth, 378). 


Jenny Voss became the first in a long line of great Husker pitchers to 
earn first-team All-America honors in 1998, when she finished with 
40 wins. Voss' 40 wins in 1998 were tied for sixth in NCAA history at 
the time. She ended the season by hurling 101 consecutive Beoteleds 
innings overa stretch of 14 games. Voss shattered many Huskerseason 
pitching records, including victories (40), complete games (46) and 
innings pitched (340.1) in 1998. Voss ended her career with school 
records for victories (110), innings pitched (1,073) and complete games 
(127). She also ranked among the top 15 all-time in NCAA history in 
games pitched, games started, innings pitched and victories.

She tossed two no-hitters and hit .294 with 10 doubles, 
14 homers and a career-high 52 RBIs. Edwards ended her career ranked in 
the top 10 all-time at Nebraska in no-hitters, shutouts, complete games, 
wins, winning percentage, innings pitched and strikeouts. Offensively, she 
ended her career ranked fourth in home runs (46), fifth in RBIs (158), sixth 
in slugging percentage (.566) and eighth in doubles (36) and walks (87).
